LONDON, Sept. 
Minister Ramsay MacDonald dis- 
cussed with King George in Buck- 
ingham palace this afternoon the deli- 
cate question whether there shall be 
a general election next month. Al- 
though Britons are chary of “bring- 
ing the crown in politics,” it was ag- 
cepted in political circles that the 
king asked him to carry on with ais 
national government. 

The king was said to be anxious 
that, for the time being, the govern- 
ment avoid an appeal to the country 
in an election, 

Cabinet meetings were held during 
the day and while nothing authorita- 
tive was made public concerning the 
deliberations, it was apparent they 
were proving difficult. 

Tomorrow is expected to bring a 
decision, for Mr. MacDonald has 
promised at that time to inform the 
house of commons of the government's 
decision. All London is awaiting that 
announcement with tense interest. 

Conservative members of the cabi- 
net have been wanting—almost de- 
manding—an immediate election with 
tariffs ne the chief issue in the gov- 
ernment’s program,

Governor 
Roosevelt is mentioned as the out- 
standing contender for the democratic 
nomination as president in the 1932 
election. Key last ®aturday lauded the 
of Governor 
Roosevelt and predicted his election 
at a rally of Lanier county democrats. 
He is slated to address another Roose- 
velt meeting at Jesup, Wayne coun- 
ty, October 10. 

“Atlanta should’ give Governor 
Roosevelt its heartiest reception,” Key 
said Tuesday afternoon “He is 
one of the few outstanding available 
men of the democratic party for the 
presidential post. The democrats are 
sure to elect the next president. Mr. 
Roosevelt has been tried, and his long, 
faithful and efficient sérvice make 
him, to my mind, the most ayvailable 
man for the party. 

“IT wish to call Atlantans to respond 
to the visit he will make here and in 
Georgia. He is a Georgian by mutual 
adoption. “Ve have adopted him and 
he us, I hope he is- ehthtsiastically 
received,” 

Warm Springs is the part-time home 
of the New York governor, who, since 
he was stricken ~7ith infantile paraly- 
sis several yea.s ago has visited the 
healing waters of Georgia to recover 
from the ill effects of the malady. 

He owns a pretentious cottage there 
and has made the resort one of the 
most popular of the entire country. 
He has thousands of Georgia friends 
who call on him while he is at Warm 
Springs who will be glad of the op- 
portunity to see him again. His pil- 
grimages bring him to Georgia at least 
once a year. 

Roosevelt is a former assistant sec- 
retary of the navy under President 
Wilson, and has served in various 
other capacities. He is now serving 
his second consecutive term as gov- 
ernor of New York, having been re- 
elected last year by the largest ma- 
jority ever accorded any candidate for

Slow Seasonal Upturn 
Shown in Labor Depart- 
ment’s Report. 


The industrial employment _situa- 
tion throughout the country during 
August changed little from that of 


July, a report issued Tuesday by John 
R. Alpine, supervising director of the 
employment service of the United 
States department of labor, showed. 
The report was issued here through 
the office of Otto F, Bading, Georgia 
state director of employment. 

The report shows there was some 
expansion in seasonal activities dur- 
ing the month of August, which pro- 
vided employment for thousands of 
men and women in various sections. 
Harvesting in practically every state 


offered employment to a great many | 
during the close of 
the month when large demands were |

made for cotton pickers and syvgar-beet 
field labor. | 

In a synopsis the report shows: 

_ “Seasonal operations were started 
in many of the vegetable and fruit- 
canning factories and packing houses 
which resulted in an increase in em- 
ployment in several localities. 

“Some expansion in highway. con- 
struction... and offered employment 
to large numbers of skilled and ua- 
skilled workers.” 

The synopsis also showed that there 
apparently was a surplus of construc- 
tion workers despite considerable 
building in larger cities, but that 
large numbers of men were employed 
on - municipal improvement, public 
utility and federal construction work.

Out That Coolidge Is 
Too Wise To Face Cer- 
‘tain Defeat in 1932.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Sweep- 
ing gains in popular favor over the 
country of Governor Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, of New York, the antici- 
pated democratic presidential nomi- 
nee in 1932, were held today by na- 
tional democratic leaders to be a quiet 
but moving force behind the action 
of former Presidefit Calvin Coolidge 
in publicly renouncing widespread 
suggestions from within his party 
that he seek to wrest the nomination 
from President Hoover next year. 

At the same time democratic ob- 
servers professed to see in the Cool- 
idge renunciation a concerted move 
on the part of republican organization 
leaders to put up a united front of 
confidence in the Hoover administra- 
tion, to the end that as much fac- 
tional strife as possible may be elim- 
inated from the coming campaign. 

It was also widely acknowledged 
that Mr. Coolidge is very wise in poli- 
tice and does not care to lead what 
to Washington looms as a lost cause. 
He quit office at the height of boom 
times when republicanism was riding 
the crest and he was the apostle of 
prosperity. . 2 
__ The self-elimination of Mr. Cool- 
idge from the 1932 presidential pic- 
ture took the form of an article in 
the current issue of The Saturday 
Evening Post, placed on street sales 
today. It created a political sensa- 
tion in Washington second only to his 
now famous “I-do-not-choose-to-run”’ 
statement of a few years ago.

ON FISCAL POLICY 


Key and White To Offer 
Different Methods of 
Meeting Crisis. 


Administration and anti-administra- 
tion leaders will clash today over the 
fiscal policy to be adopted by the 
city government for the remainder of 
the year. 

Mayor James L. Key will urge the 
finance committee, which meets at 10 
oclock this morning, to adopt the 
policy of forcing the 3,000 employes 
to contribute a months salary, the 
total estimated at $450,000, while 
Councilman John A. White will urge 
retiring the $1,000,000 deficit of the 
government over a period of three 
years, beginnipg in 1932. The White 
plan provides for full payment of em- 
ployes and has the approval of City 
Attorney James LL. Mayson, White 
said. 

On the eve of the meeting B. Gra- 
ham West, city comptroller, an- 
nounced after a conference with Key 
and Alderman J. Charlie Murphy, 
chairman of the finance committee, 
that the problem now is not so much 
that of providing December salaries, 
which Key insists employes must fore- 
go, as it is of providing salaries up 
to December 1. 

ody to Begin Study. 

The entire committee will begin a 
study of the matter this morning, and 
with the treasury so depleted at the 
present time, that West announced he 
hoped to meet the October 1 pay rolls 
some time this week. He said that 
money is coming in so slowly that he 
doubted the ability of the city to raise 
the $425,000 needed on time. Thurs- 
day is the first of October and sal- 
aries of employes are due then. Under 
a policy of the administration, none 
of the employes will be paid until all 
are paid. 

West's tentative budget places re- 
ceipts for the entire year at $10,866,- 
675.65, which is $440,000 short of 
the amount necessary to balance the 
sheet. School allocations in the West 
budget, however, fail to provide funds 
for November or December school pay 
rolls. ‘These pay rolls are estimated 
at $550,000, which makes the antici- 
pated total deficit $990,000. Schools 
are given the full 26 per cent of all 
anticipated revenue and will get an 
additional $84,000 to add to the $250.- 
000 voted for thgm at last council 
session. 

Revenue anticipations in the sheet 
are placed at $625,000 less than 
those carried in the June finance 
sheet. Of this amount $604,000 was 
deducted for the water department as 
the council anticipated elimination of 
water discounts, a policy which since 
has been abandoned. 

Added Appropriations. 

The only added appropriations car- 
ried in the West sheet are $24,000 
for relief; Sewer repairs, $8,000, and 
police, $3,500. 

Departments whose appropriations 
are decreased include the following: 
Parks, $17,000; water, $16,800: inter- 
est, $42,800; motor transport, $2,300: 
tax assessors $1,500; citv hall, $1,000: 
auditorium-armory., $900: insurance, 
$1,000; sanitary, $5,000; Battle Hill, 
$1,500: chief of construction’s office, 
$2,500; Candler field, $2,000; depart- 
ment of electricity, $2,600. 

Key will attend the finance com- 
mittee meeting this morning, and will 
tell the committee that the city 
finances are in such a condition as 
to preclude payment of December 
Salaries to any official or salaried 
employe. 

He has taken that stand through- 
out, holding that the city can not 
possibly pay them without increasing 
the deficit he assumed when he took 
office the first part of January. He 
always has maintained that the deficit 
must not be increased and that sala- 
ries can not be “kited over into next 
year because there will be less reve- 
nue then to meet demands than now.” 

White holds that the only way to 
meet the present emergency is to 
adopt his measure, pay all employes, 
and retire the deficit without any tax 
hikes through a_ system of rigid 
economy.

The Grady hospital board of trus-. 
tees late Tuesday night, after a three- 
hour hearing, took under advisement 
recommendations of the Fulton 
County Medical Society that the sep- 
arate visiting staff for Albert Steiner 
Cancer Clinic be eliminated and that 
the clinic's services be restricted to 
charity patients, 

After the hearing, which was held 
behind closed doors, Samuel C. Dobbs. 
chairman of the Grady board, said 
that there was no announcement to 
make about the matter, except that 
the trustees of Steiner had assured 
him that the elinie “belongs to the 
Grady board as a part of the hos- 
pital.” 

City Attorney James L. Mayson in- 
formed the Grady board that Steiner 
Clinic is a part of Grady hospital 
and not a separate institution. The 
city attorney said that the board of 
trustees has full authority over the 
clinic, and that the only power in the 
hands of the clinic trustees is that of 
nominating the staff. Mr. Mayson’s 
statement answered a question put by 
Chairman Dobbs as to whether the 
board has power to act, Mr. Dobbs 
quoting from a medical journal, a 
hospital association report and other 
sources which classed Steiner Clinic 
AS a separate institution from Grady. 

Dr. J. L. Campbell. Dr. Frank E. 
Boland. Dr. LeRoy Childs and Dr. 
A. G. Fort appeared hefore the board 
on behalf of the county medical so- 
ciety. Joseph Hirsch and Milton 
Liebman. trustees under the Steiner 
will, and Dr. R. H. Fike, physician 
in charge of the elinie, attended the 
meeting. Others present included Dr. 
Frank Eskridge. of the white unit: 
Dr. Montague Boyd, of Steiner, and 
Dr. J. J. Clark. representing the staff 
of colored Grady. 

Representatives of the medical se- 
ciety contended that private physi- 
clans and hospitals in Atlanta have 
ample facilities for treating cancer 
patients who are able to pay for serv- 
ices, and that Steiner clinic should be 
confined strictly to charity cases. 

Mr. Dobbs said that the board will 
take action at a later date. In urg- 
ing that controversial questions in- 
volving Grady be settled amicably so 
that the hospital may he allowed to 
run unhindered, Mr. Dobbs told the 
group: “I am just sick and tired 
of seeing Grady hospital paraded in 
The Constitution to the extent that I 
dread to pick up the paper in. the 
mornings.”

Barnes Maps 12-Point Plan 
To End World Depression 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 29. 
(UP)—Julius H. Barnes, chairman of 
the board of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce, proposed tonight a 
comprehensive and detailed program of 
national and international endeavor to 
restore confidence, stimulate business 
enterprise, and free the world from 
the “paralyzing” psychology of depres- 
sion. 

Restoration of eonfidence at home 
and abroad is the goal of Barnes’ 
program, outlined before the Ameri- 
ean Electric Railway Association. 
Capital is abundant, he said, and 
awaits only the definition of “sound 
courses under which a restored. equi- 
librium of business may reflect into 
a restored welfare of whole peoples.” 

Barnes is one ef President Hoover's 
closest advisers. He is a frequent 
visitor at the White House in Wash- 
ington. More than usual interest was 
therefore manifest in the program he 
enunciated tonight. 

Barnes proposed that the United 


States: 


1—Join the World Court, and there- 
by show international co-operation and 
good will. 

2—Prepare te support a sound pro- 


gram of international finance to fol- 
low the short moratorium. Frame 
that program with regard to the 
capacity to pay off our debts, leav- 
ing a ‘margin of savings to rebuild 
their own capital.

| handful of colleges which followed

However, young Yost was an ener- 
getic boy and took plenty of exercise 
so that when he entered Ohio Normal 
in 1889 he had developed into a ro- 
bust youth. Ohio Normal (now Ohio 
Northern) had no football team, 80 
Yost played baseball. After leaving 
Ohio, Yost worked for three years 
and then entered West Virginia Uni- 
versity to further his studies. Here 
he learned and played his first foot- 
ball—and he was a star from the

Leaving Lafayette, Yost became 
-eoach at Ohio Wesleyan and under 
him Wesleyan scored the only victory 
it has over Ohio State. This was im 
1897. His first year as a coach was 
so successful that he received sr 
quest to come to the University of 
Nebraska. 

The next season Yost took over the 
Cornhuskers’ grid fortunes and turned 
out a Missouri Valley conference win- 
ner. The next year, as coach for 
Kansas, Yost developed a fine team. 

By this time his reputation Had 


reached the Pacifie coast and Stan- 
ford University asked him to direct 
its grid destinies, 

In his year at Stanford Yost set a 
record by coaching four Chasen 
teams in one season. His Stanford 
varsity was coast champion and his 
Stanford freshmen, also coached by 
him, won the yearling title. .In his 
“spare time” Yost - coached Lowell 
High's eleven, which won an . iter 
scholastic title. At the end of Stan- 
ford’s season Yest tutored the San 
Jose Normal school team, which won 
the Normal school championship of the 
coast. 

‘An agreement between California 
and Stanford that only ‘graduate 
coaches could be employed cau 
Yost’s return to the inidwest next sea- 
son. He immediately took over the 
reins at Michigan. 

For four seasons, 1901- 1904, Yost’ S 
famed Michigan “point-a-minute” 
teams were unbeaten. In 1905, after 
winning the first 12 games, Michigan 
lost the 13th game, ending a magnifi- 
cent five- “year period in which Yost’s 
8g won 55 games, tied one and lost
